In  games  preliminary  to  the 
varsity  tilts  Coach  Bob  Bunker’s 
freshman  cage  talent  dumped 
Hill  Field,  95-47,  and  Weber 
Junior  College.  67-59. 

The  Colorado  State  skirmish 
saw  the  Cats  pounce  all  over  the 
visiting  Rams  to  hold  a 50-33 
halftime  margin,  then  defense 
desperately  as  the  Ft.  Collins 
crew  closed  the  lead  to  82-76 
RUSS  PETERSON,  Jack  Crav- 
ens and  Roy  Thacker  hit  for 
two-pointers  from  there  to  off- 
} set  Stan  Albert’s  foul  pitches 
and  run  the  count  to  88-79.  By 
1 the  time  Cougar  Bill  Treu 
pitched  in  a fielder  with  two 
seconds  left,  BYU  partisans 
among  the  7.866  Smith  Field- 
house  fans  were  giving  the  Cat 
squad  a standing  ovation. 

Ram  center  Chuck  Newcombe, 
who  garnered  20  points  for  the 
night,  kept  the  Cougars  from

BYU’s 
I John  Nicoll,  John  Gustin  and 
Roy  Thacker  pushed  the  Cats  to 
a 12-6  lead  after  five  minutes  of 
play  and  had  made  the  advan- 
tage 38-23  with  5:20  left  in  the 
first  half  to  keep  ahead  of  the 
Rams. 

From  there  the  Cats  had  lit- 
tle trouble  until  the  Colorado 
State  rally  barraged  them  late 
in  the  second  half. 

BYU  hit  59  per  cent  of  their 
field  goal  tries  to  the  Rams'  29 
j per  cent  and  added  75  per  cent 
front  the  charity  line  to  put  five 
Cougars  in  double  figures.  Nicoll 
picked  up  23  on  twisting  setups 
under  the  bucket  while  John 
Gustin  tallied  with  17  on  his

It  also  acts  in  the  case  of  the 
most  serious  violations,  such  as 
flagrant  moral  violations  and 
stealing.  The  Honor  Council  re- 
stricts itself  to  cases  involving 
class-room  cheating,  alcohol  and 
tobacco. 

The  honor  system  was  estab- 


lished in  1948  by  the  Blue  Keys, 
national  honorary  service  frat- 
ernity, who  decided  to  place  stu- 
dents on  their  own  sense  of  hon- 
or to  guide  them  at  BYU. 

Deciding  that  BYU  should  en- 
courage such  honor.  Blue  Key 
wrote  letters  to  other  universi- 
ties for  information  about  their 
methods  of  conducting  college 
life. 

The  student  council,  which 


handles  only  academic  viola- 
tions. works  in  conjunction  with 
the  faculty  council  which  covers 
non-academic  violations. 

Although  the  honor  system  has 
been  in  operation  at  BYU  for 
nearly  eight  years  students  have 
been  on  their  honor  since  Karl 
G.  Maeser  told  them,  "I  trust 
you  all.  I give  you  my  confi- 
dence. I put  you  all  on  your 
word  of  honor.’’

President  Eisenhower  may  not , 
like  everything  about  the  behav- 
ior of  Senate  GOP  Leader  Wil- 
liam F.  Knowland,  but  he’ll  nev- j 
er  be  in  doubt  as  to  where  his  i 
Senate  Lieutenant  stands. 

Most  of  the  time — 90  per  cent  ) 
of  it,  according  to  Bill  Know- : 
laud’s  own  calculations  — the ' 
blunt  Californian  will  be  stand- 
ing squarely  behind  the  Presi- 
dent and  his  legislative  program. 

THERE  IS  ROUGH  SAILING 
ahead  for  part  of  the  President’s 
1958  program  and  Knowland 
will  not  be  for  it  100  per  cent. 
He  already  has  indicated  he 
thinks  the  President’s  request ) 
for  a five-year  extension  of  the : 
Reciprocal  Trade  Act  is  too 
broad,  and  should  be  held  to 
three  years. 

The  49-year-old  Republican, 
who  was  still  in  his  World  War. 
II  uniform  when  appointed  to 
the  Senate  in  1946  by  then  Gov. 
Earl  Warren,  has  taken  issue 
with  other  aspects  of  adminis- 
tration foreign  policy. 

AND  HE  KEPT  HIMSELF  in 
the  1956  GOP  presidential  nom- 
ination up  to  the  moment  Mr. 
Eisenhower  made  it  plain  he 
would  assent  to  a second  term. 
Knowland  had  prefaced  this  by 
speaking  out  against  his  party’s 
having  any  “reluctant  presiden- 
tial candidates.” 

Now  that  the  President  k 
heading  into  trouble  as  he  ap- 


proaches the  halfway  point  of 
his  second  and  final  term,  Know- 
land  is  preparing  to  leave  the 
Senate  and  a leadership  post  few 
ambitious  politicians  would  give 
up.  He  is  a candidate  for  Gover- 
nor of  California  this  year  and 
his  Senate  term  ends  in  Janu- 
ary, 1959. 

But  he  has  announced  he  will 
spend  all  his  time  during  this 
session  of  Congress  “on  the  job” 
in  Washington. 

KNOWLAND,  A VETERAN 
OF  PUBLIC  LIFE  since  his  first 
days  in  the  California  Legisla- 
ture in  1933,  is  regarded  by  his 
friends  as  essentially  a shy  per- 


son. He  is  devoid  of  guile  and 
j highly  respected  by  Democrats 
and  Republicans  alike. 

And,  like  Ike,  he’s  a family 
man.  The  Knowlands  have 
three  married  children  and 
five  grandchildren. 

Although  Knowland  is  said 
■to  regard  the  governorship  of 
j California  as  a better  spring- 
board for  the  presidency  than  he 
has  found  the  Senate,  getting 
| closer  to  his  family  has  been  ad- 
vanced as  a prime  reason  for  his 
I return  to  the  West  Coast.  He  also 
j will  be  closer  to  the  family  bus- 
iness. He  is  assistant  publisher 
1 of  the  Oakland  Tribune.
